dred years aud of clearing the way 
for the realization ot" the ideal re- 
public of the Chinese reformers. 


As to the possible

Russian influence over the provinces 
of Mongolia and Turkestan and their 
probable ultimate absorption by Rus- 
sia nothing is known here, but ev- 
ery step taken has 
warranted the 


confidence of the state department 
in the pledges given by the five pow- 
ers interested that they would act 
as a unit in China and se.ek to take 
no individual advantages of any de- 
velopments, such as the declaration ot' 
independence of a province at this 
stage.

Trade Review today says: Owing to 
heavy orders passed for entry on mifi 
books this month, practically all of 
the steel mills in the central west re- 
sumed operations the morning after 
the Christmas holiday, but in somo 
longer vacations. In. several branches 
of the steel trade production in De- 
cember reached the high point of the 
year, and with liberal specifications 
received during the past 
10 days, 


prospects arc bright for a further ex- 
tension in mill activities in January. 
This is particularly true of the sheet 
and tin plate industry, as arrange- 
ments .are now being made to oper- 
ate practically all serviceable mills 
of the leading interests and inde- 
pendents. Fresh buying, especially on 
tho part of the railroads, has fallen 
off sli'ghtly owing to tbe holiday sea- 
son, 
but the larger companies re- 


port that in daily bookings during 
the week have been in excess of mill 
capacity. 


Aside from tbe high prices quoted 


on billets and sheet bars, no further 
advance in prices of steel products 
has been made. 
A feature 
of the 


market is the rapid advance in the 
price of spot furnace coke, due large- 
ly to tbe curtailment in production 
owing to the holidays and the short- 
age of labor. 
A sale of 4,000 tons 


is reported at §1.80, ovens, as com- 
pared with $1.50, ovens, at the be- 
ginning of the month. The pig iron 
market is firmer and a fair amount 
of iron is under active negotiation.

unwarranted liberties with our physical machinery duriug the holi- 


season. The excitement and high spirits sometimes carry the inattei 


through without ill results. 
Again, we suffer tor it. 


But since we can do some few little things without much trouble or 


expense to onset the indiscretions of the Christmas season, it is the part of 
wisdom to do them, and thus insure no disastrous consequences ot our 
over-rushing and over-teastmg. 


Wlien the strain is over and the reaction conies, it is decidedly worth 


while to deliberately Lake a little rest. 
The housekeeper should take a 


half day in bed, if she can't take longer. She should positively insist upon 
quietness throughout the house, if she can't find a morning or afternoon 
when every one is out.

But if one doesn't care to take drugs, or if the need doesn't 
seem very apparent, very beneficial results can be obtained by lightening 
the diet.
